eople  serving  people,”  a  front-liners  workshop  designed  especially  for 
field-going  recreation  and  resource  personnel,  was  held  on  May  9-10  in  Kalispell 
through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  personnel  on  the  Flathead  NF,  Lolo  NF,  and  RO 
Information/Recreation  personnel. 

The  objective  was  to  stress  the  importance  of  high  quality  customer  service  by 
everyone  on  the  Forest 
Service  team  and  present 
effective  techniques  to  im- 
prove  both  internal  and  ex-  ^4 
temal  communications. 

Facilitator  Sandy 
Matheny  added  a  spark  of 
humor  to  the  session  and 
kept  things  running 
smoothly.  Public  affairs 
specialist  John  Denne, 

Flathead  NF,  presented  an 
overview  of  Forest  Service 
history  and  explained  the 
founding  concept  of  “serv¬ 
ice  to  the  public;”  recrea¬ 
tion  forester  Roland  Ema- 
taz  from  Region  Six,  stressed  serving  people  Forest  Service  style — "people  are  best 
served  with  cans,  not  cannots;”  and  John  Drake,  Region  One  Director  of  Recreation, 
Wilderness  and  Lands,  shared  his  experiences  with  the  Disney  Corporation’s  con¬ 
cept  of  “every  guest  is  a  VIP.” 

The  workshop  included  sessions  on  dealing  with  difficult  people,  positive 
thinking/self  esteem,  reading  and  explaining  maps,  optimizing  existing  facilities, 
and  the  National  Park  Service  perspective  on  interpretive  services.

smokejumpers  detailed  to  the  Forest  Service  smokejumper  base  in 
Silver  City,  New  Mexico,  for  the  duration  of  Region  Three’s  fire 
season. 

Williams,  manager  of  the  Missoula  Aerial  Fire  Depot’s 
Smokejumper  Visitor  Center  was 
among  the  first  of  three  successive  loads 
of  jumpers  and  equipment  ttansported 
in  May  and  June  by  twin-engine  Otter 
and  truck  to  the  Silver  City  base  in  the 
GilaNF.  For  Williams  and  many  of  the 
crew,  the  flight  to  Silver  City  marked  a 
welcomeretum  to  familiar  haunts.  Until 
budget  cuts  and  changes  in  fire  man¬ 
agement  policy  forced  the  Forest  Serv¬ 
ice  to  phase  out  Silver  City  in  1985  as 
an  active  jump  base,  it  served  as  a 
Missoula  sub-base  for  38  years.  Mis¬ 
soula  smokejumpers  were  routinely 
sent  south  for  the  Southwestern 
Region’s  fire  season,  which  typically 
begins  in  early  May  and  lasts  until  early 
July,  when  moisture  from  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  triggers  the  annual  monsoons. 

This  year  Region  Three  is  suffer¬ 
ing  its  severest  fire  season  since  1977, 
with  fire  danger  ranging  from  very 
high  to  extreme  throughout  the  Region.  The  crew  of  jumpers  have 
already  battled  fires  in  New  Mexico’s  Cibola,  Gila,  and  Lincoln 
NF’s,  and  on  Bureau  of  Land  Management  and  State  of  New 
Mexico  land. 

Between  fire  calls,  the  jumpers  maintain  their  physical  fit¬ 
ness,  repair,  maintain,  and  repack  personnel  and  cargo  parachutes, 
sharpen  and  balance  crosscut  saws,  and  rig  up  cargo  for  para-cargo 
drops.  Although  their  Region  Three  detail  draws  them  from  their 
home  bases  of  Missoula,  West  Yellowstone,  and  Grangeville  for 
weeks  on  end,  their  return  to  the  Gila  NF  is  welcome.  Williams 
cited  S  outh  western  hospitality  and  challenging  jumping  conditions 
as  two  major  attractions.  “One  of  the  great  things  about  ‘Silver’  is 
that  we’ve  been  gone  since  ’85  but  the  town  has  really  received  us 
with  open  arms  now  that  we’re  back — cashing  our  out-of-state 
checks  and  renting  us  bikes  for  a  reasonable  price  so  we  can 
continue  to  work  out.  All  the  businesses  have  gone  out  of  their  way 
to  make  our  stay  pleasant  and  easy.  It’s  as  if  we  never  left. 

“For  some  of  us,  returning  to  the  Gila  NF  was  like  returning  to 
Mecca,”  he  continued.  “For  a  jumper,  it’s  extremely  challenging 
because  of  its  high  winds,  altitude,  and  lack  of  jump  spots.  It  really 
hones  your  parachuting  skills.” 

He  said  he  found  it  fitting  that  jumpers  have  returned  to  the 
Gila  in  1989,  which  marks  smokejumping’s  golden  anniversary.  In 
1939,  the  Forest  Service  pioneered  the  science  of  parachute  jump¬ 
ing  in  Missoula  and  in  Winthrop,  Washington,  and  the  first  actual 
fire  jump  was  made  in  1940  in  Idaho’s  Nez  Perce  NF.

Danny  On  Award  —  They  Practice  What  They  Preach

lathead  NF  supervisor  Ed  Brannon  recently  presented  the  1989  Danny  On  Con¬ 
servation  Award  to  George  Wilson,  silviculturist  on  the  Glacier  View  District,  and  Kari 
Gunderson  and  Joe  Rood,  Mission  Mountains  Wilderness  rangers,  during  a  special  cere¬ 
mony  March  30. 

Danny  On  was  a  silviculturist  on  the  Flathead  NF,  as  well  as  a  conservationist  and 
nature  photographer.  He  died  in  a  skiing  accident  January,  1979.  This  award  is  given  in  his 
honor  because  of  the  example  he  set,  and  the  major  contribution  he  made  to  improve  land 
management  on  the  Flathead  NF. 

Wilson,  a  well  respected  silviculturist  and  forester,  received  the  employee  award  for 
his  consistent  wise  use  of  natural  resources  throughout  his  27-year  Forest  Service  career. 
He  has  accomplished  many  soil  and  water  conservation  projects  on  the  Glacier  View 
District,  and  is  well  known  for  his  dedication  to  the  ideals  of  public  service  through  his  work 
with  schools,  neighboring  land  owners  and  the  general  public. 

Gunderson  and  Flood  received  the  private  sector  award  for  their  commitment  to 
conservation  principles,  ethics  and  wilderness  legislation  on  the  Flathead  NF.  Also  known 
as  the  Gunderson/Flood  Wilderness  Partnership,  they  have  contracted  the  wilderness  ranger 


services  in  the  Mission  Mountain  Wilderness 
for  five  years.  These  dedicated  people  not 
only  exceed  contract  specifications,  but  vol¬ 
unteer  many  hours  of  their  own  time  complet¬ 
ing  projects  normally  limited  by  budgetary 
constraints.  They  also  present  environmental 
education  programs  to  school  groups  in  the 
Swan  Valley,  the  University  of  Montana,  and 
to  the  Confederated  Salish-Kootenai  Tribe. 

These  three  individuals  have  been  added 
to  the  growing  list  of  those  who  are  committed 
to  on-going  resource  conservation  on  the 
Forest.

Reserve  a  Campsite  by  Computer  !!! 

A  new  automated  reservation  system  for  Forest  Service  camp¬ 
grounds  and  facilities  is  now  in  effect  nationwide.  The  MISTIX 
Corporation,  a  subsidiary  of  Home  Shopping  Network,  headquar¬ 
tered  in  San  Diego,  California,  has  been  awarded  a  5-year  contract 
to  implement  a  nationwide  computerized  reservation  service  for 
Forest  Service  campgrounds.  A  customer  wanting  to  reserve  a 
campsite  simply  dials  a  toll-free  number  (1 -800-283-CAMP)  and 
with  the  help  of  a  trained  reservation  operator,  reserves  a  site  to  suit 
his  or  her  needs.  Bookings,  cancellations  and  payment  are  handled 
through  the  computer.  A  unique  aspect  of  the  system  is  its  ability 
to  "route"  a  camper  to  a  next  best  campground  within  the  system  if 
the  campground  of  choice  is  full.  Most  campgrounds  will  have  a 
certain  number  of  sites  that  are  not  on  the  MISTIX  system,  which 
will  be  available  for  drop-ins  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis. 

The  MISTIX  system  will  bring  a  direct  savings  to  the  Forest 
Service,  allowing  us  to  better  manage  our  recreation  sites.  And  in 
the  spirit  of  the  National  Recreation  Strategy,  we  can  now  offer  our 
customers  the  convenience  of  reserving  campground  sites  and 
paying  for  them  in  advance  by  just  dialing  a  toll-free  number. 


Did  You  Know 

The  RPA  staff  is  interested  in  your  opinions.  Under  RPA 
(the  Forest  and  Rangeland  Renewable  Resources  Planning 
Act  of  1974)  national  direction  for  management  of  national 
forests  and  Forest  Service  activities  is  established,  and  a  rec¬ 
ommended  Forest  Service  program  is  prepared  every  5 
years.  This  year  employees  at  all  levels  are  being  asked  to 
review  and  make  comments  directly  to  the  Chiefs  office  on 
the  1990  Draft  RPA  program,  which  includes  the  basic 
management  philosophy,  15  current  issues,  and  5  alternative 
program  strategies.  This  is  a  different  approach  than  has 
been  taken  in  the  past.  It  reflects  the  importance  of  the 
opinions  of  our  own  employees.  The  ideas  generated  will  be 
incorporated  and  could  greatly  improve  the  1990  program. 
Employees  will  have  60  days  to  comment  after  the  release 
of  the  draft  on  July  3rd.  You  will  hear  more  about  this 
soon!
